The Editor Quotes From Spur- 
eeon’s Autobiography Pub- 
lished By His Wife and Pri- 
vate Secretary Five Years 
After Spurgeon’s Death, 
Showing that Spurgeon 
Maintained His Posi- 
tion Until Death, Dy- 
ing, By Choice, Out- 
side the British 
Baptist Union 

February 23, 1954 
My Dear Brother Brewer: 

Thank you for your letter cgn- 
cerning Spurgeon, With the evi- 
dence at hand, I ean assure you 
that the associate secretary of the 
Canadian Baptist Foreign Mission 
Board is entirely mistaken when 
he says that, “It is well known 
that Mr. Spurgeon came to regard 
his withdrawal from the Baptist 
Union of Great Britain as the one 
great mistake of his life, and that 
all the Spurgeons rejoined the 
Baptist Union and remained happy 
in the fellowship of their Baptist 
brethren.” 

Here are facts by which you 
may judge for yourself. The tre- 
mendous four-volume_ autobio- 
graphy of Spurgeon was prepared 
by his wife and his private Secre- 
tary, collecting and editing mater- 
ial which Spurgeon himself had 
written. In Volume IV of. that 
autobiography published five 
years after Spurgeon’s’ death, 
Chapter 99 is entitled, ‘The 
‘Down-grade’ Controversy, From 
Mr. Spurgeon’s Standpoint.” The 
chapter is mainly made up of Mr. 
Spurgeon’s own statement con- 
cerning the controversy over 
modernism among British Bap- 
tists, then called the ‘‘down-grade” 
controversy. 

Mrs. Spurgeon, writing in the 
Spurgeon biography published 
five years after the great preach- 
er’s death, Says: 

“From August, 1887, to Febru- 
ary, 1892, scarcely any number of 
the magazine appeared without 
some reference to the Controversy 
and its various issues. The most 
pathetic ‘Note’ of all was written 
within a few days of my dear hus- 
band’s homegoing for in it he re- 
vealed the fact, already known to 
all who were nearest and dearest 
to him, that his fight for the 
faith had cost him his life. Yet 
he never regretted the step he had 
taken; for, throughout the whole 
affair, he felt such a Divine com- 
pulsion as Luther realized when 
he said, ‘I ean do no other.’”’ 

Note that carefully. Spurgeon 
withdrew from the British Baptist 
Union probably sometime in 1887. 
The exact date is not before me. 
In April, 1888, this Baptist Union 
voted to censure Spurgeon. So: for 
nearly five years, from August, 
1887, to February, 1892, Spur- 
geon’s magazine, The Sword and 
the Trowel, carried on the fight 
against modernism. In fact, the 


February issue was prepared just}. 


before Spurgeon died, and was cir- 
culated after his death, for he 
died January 31, 1892. So, about 
the last thing he wrote for his 
magazine was still maintaining his

Spurgeon never retreated from 
his stand, never regretted the step 
she had taken, never re-entered 
the Baptist Union of Great Brit- 
ain, stedfastly refused overtures 
of friends that he should re-enter 
that Union. 


As to what other Spurgeons 
may have done long after Sprir- 
geon’s death, I do not have' the 
facts and cannot say. That would 
not affect a particle the fact that 
Spurgeon took his stand, came out 
from the unequal yoke with un- 
believers, as the Bible requires, 
and never regretted it to his dying 
day. 

The simple fact is that Spur- 
geon’s Autobiography gives a tele- 
gram addressed to Spurgeon where 
he was resting at Mentone, in the 
south of France, saying, “Council 
has appointed Culross, McLaren, 
Chifferd, and myself to confer 
with you at Mentone, without 
delay, to deliberate with you 
how the unity of our denom- 
ination in truth, and love, and 
good works may be maintained. 
When can we see you? Letter sent. 
Booth.” Spurgeon says, “Think of 
four doctors of divinity coming all 
this way to see me! I was in 
great perplexity, and knew not 
what to reply. I don’t quite see 
what it all means. I lay awake 
till one o’clock, and then got a 
pencil, and wrote out a telegram 
— ‘Cannot reply without further 
information. Respectfully request 
deputation to await my _ return. 
Tone of discussion suggests cau- 
tion. Will write.’ ”’ 

Culross was. president of the 


British Union. The other three 
men were famous. They wanted to 
insist on Spurgeon’s return to the 
British Union. He refused. 

The autobiography also gives 
Spurgeon’s long answer to a per- 
sonal letter from President Cul- 
ross, In the letter, Spurgeon says, 
“The ‘Metropolitan men’ in Lon- 
don request the Union to devise 
some way by which I, with others, 
can return to it. This is very right 
from their point of view, but I 
wish you to understand, as Presi- 
dent of the Union, that the re- 
quest is not mine. I do not ask 
you to do what I am sure .you 
cannot do. If I had thought that 
you could have done = anything 
which would enable me to return 
if I retired, I should have asked 
you to do it before retiring.” 

In one of the last messages 
Spurgeon gave to the students: of 
his Pastor’s College before he 
went to France With his fatal ill- 
ness, to die, Spurgeon said the 
following: 

“I might not have had such an 
intense loathing of the new theol- 
ogy if I had not seen so much of 
its evil effects. I could tell you of 
a preacher of unbelief, whom I 
have seen, in my own vestfy, ut- 
terly broken down, driven almost 
to despair, and having no rest for 
the sole of his foot until he came 
back to simple trust in the atoning 
sacrifice. If he were speaking to 
you, he would say, ‘Cling to your 
faith, brethren; if you once throw 
away your shield, you will lay 
yourself open to imminent dangers 
and countless wounds; for nothing 


can protect you but the shield of 


faith.’ ” 


In view of the above statements, 
I think we may boldly say that 
Spurgeon.never regretted the step 
which he had taken, mor did his 
wife. He felt that the abuse and 
persecution of the modernists and 
the friends of modernists killed 
him, but he was glad to lay down 
his life for the principle of the old- 
time Gospel which’ he preached 
with the power of God.

I began to preach when I was fifteen, and I am just a 
little over seventy; so I have been in the business for fifty- 
five years. I have seen a great many things in the last fifty- 
tive years. I have known personally most of the great evangel- 
istic leaders and the great Bible teachers and great preachers, 
not only in America but in many parts of the world. I have 
been a pretty close observer, and I am calling the attention of 
our friends to one observation that I have made, and I think 
this needs to be emphasized in our day: 


I have never known any Chris- 
tian institution, whether it is a 
ehurch or a school, that kept the 
first and strongest emphasis upon 
the spiritual that did not enjoy the 
blessing and approval of God. I do 
not believe it is always God’s will 
to give a group of Christians a nice 
church building, and I do not think 
it is always God’s will to give a 
Christian school an attractive cam- 
pus and fine buildings. I know it is 
God's will to give every Christian 
institution just the kind of setup it 
needs to do the work that God has 
ealled the institution to do, God 
has given Bob Jones University a 
wonderful campus and a wonderful 
plant, because for our type of em- 
phasis in this day when people are 
looking to ecclesiastical machinery 
and to worldly sources for help, He 
wanted a good show window for 
the type of goods He has called 

30b Jones University into exis- 
tence to produce. 

Bob Jones University has never 
had a field organization to raise 
money. We have focused our atten- 
tion and effort on running the kind 
of school that God wanted us to 
yun. God wanted Bob Jones Un)- 
versity to be orthodox and aggres- 
sively evangelistic so it would not 
become a dead orthodox institu- 
tion. He wanted it to put emphasis 
upon culture, and He wanted it to 
stick to the fundamental essentials 
of the faith and not go off on a 
tangent. Certainly, He expected us 
to have high academic standards 
and to be efficient in our adminis- 
trative policies. 

From the day Bob Jones Univer- 
sity opened twenty-seven years ago 
up until now, in every crisis we 
have ever met, we have simply 
said, ‘“‘What is the right thing for 
Bob Jones University to do?” and 
that is the only question we have 
asked; and through every crisis for 
twenty-seven years, God has led 
the institution and protected it and 
blessed it. 

We told the people in America 
that we were going to build a cer- 
tain type of institution, and they 
sent us in some money. We did not 
tell them how big the institution 
would be, but it has grown rapid- 
ly. We did not tell them that we 
would never discharge anybody 
from our organization. We told 
them we would discharge people 
when necessary. Yet for twenty- 
seven years, we have probably had 
the smallest turnover of any edu- 
cational institution that has grown 
as rapidly as has Bob Jones Uni- 
versity. In our organization we 
have 9 executives who have been 
here an average of 24% years, and 
no one of the 9 has been here less 


than 20 years. We have 5 other 
executives or heads of departments 
who have been with us an average 
of 1¢ years, and no one of these 
five has been with us less than 15 
years. We have 15 mere executives 
and heads of departments who 
have been with us an average of 
11 years and 4 months, and no one 
of these 15 has been with us less 
than 10 years. God has been good 
to us in giving us so many faithful 
workers who have had understand- 
ing hearts and who have helped us 
carry the burden. 


But here is what I wanted to say 
to our friends: Any material pros- 
perity that Bob Jones University 
has had has come, not because we 
were ooking for money but be- 
cause the school was standing for 
a strong evangelistic, evangelical 
spiritual emphasis. Here is an in- 
teresting story: A number of years 
ago, I was conducting a meeting in 
the Church of. the Open Door in 
Los Angeles, California. Every 
night when I went into the build- 
ing, I saw a group of old women 
over in one corner that seemed to 
be engaged in prayer. I went by 
one night and spoke to them, and 
this is the story they told me: “We 
are spending our last days out here 
in California. Some of us receive 
pensions, and some of us are being 
taken care of by our own families. 
We can’t do much except get to- 
gether for a little prayer once in a 
while.” I prayed with them and 
asked them to make me a promise. 
I said, ‘““Will you, as long as one of 
you is left, pray every day for Bob 
Jones University that it may never 
surrender and never compromise 
but stand foursquare for the Lord 
Jesus Christ and be true to the 
purposes that we believe God put 
into our heart and mind when we 
founded the institution? Rray for 
me and for Bob, Jr., and all of the 
executives and members of the 
Board of trustees.” They all prom- 
ised that they would. 

A few years later I was in South 
Bend,, Indiana; and Mr. J. Y. 
Smith, who ran a cafeteria, gave 
me a check for $1,000 and told me 
that his mother was one of the 
group that I prayed with in that 
little alcove in the Church of the 
Open Door and she had told him 
how they prayed every day for Bob 
Jones University. He said, ‘“They 
are all gone now. My mother 
passed away sometime ago, but I 
want to help answer her prayers, 
and here is a check.” Now Mr. 
Smith has gone to be with the 
Lord; but before~he died, he put 
into this institution in times of 
need almost $100,000; and he left 


us a bequest in his will which we 
have not yet received but which 
should be a very good sum. 
When I asked for prayer from 
that little group in the Church of 
the Open Door, I was not asking 
for money. I was asking these 
women to pray spiritual power 
down cn Bob Jones University and 
to pray that our executives might 
have courage to stand firm and 
never compromise and appease and 
trim and cut corners but to stand 
true to the purposes for which Bob 


-Jones University was founded. I 


could tell you many more wonder- 
ful stories about how God has 
worked in the history of this 
school, which we know God led us 
to found and upon which His bless- 
ing has rested in such a blessed 
way. 

We have never fought a battle 
in any crisis in Bob Jones Univer- 
sity but what the Lord Almighty 
sent us some money from sources 
where we were not ° expecting 
money. In the last few weeks, sev- 
eral people have died who had left 
Bob Jones University in their wills. 
Others have written us that they 
believe that we are going to stay 
true and that the Board of Trus- 
tees and Bob, Jr., the president, 
and the executives associated with 
him are going to keep, Bob Jones 
University true to God’s purpose 
for the institution and that they 
are leaving us in their wills be- 
cause of this. 

Now, my friends, we are asking 
vou Christian people to pray that 
Bob Jones University may never 
waver. All Christian institutions 
are facing days of temptation. The 
Devil is so subtle. There are going 
to be some dark days ahead in this 
country. There is moral chaos al- 
most everywhere. We have a bank- 
ruptcy of character. Even many of 
our orthodox Christians are using 
worldly methods and are leaning 
on the‘arm of the flesh. Bob Jones 
University, by the help of God, is 
voing to stand. We are going to be 
true. We are going to keep this 
school orthodox and evangelistic, 
and we are going to have discipline 
here. You cannot keep any school 
spiritually strong that flirts with 
the Devil’s philosophy of “do as 
you please,” “live your own life.’ 
The Christian philosophy of seli- 
control and discipline and self-re- 
straint and “decency goes along 
with a fighting, aggressive, evan- 
gelistic testimony. 

We are closing in a few days 
the most wonderful year we have 
ever had. We have never had a 
year of such spiritual blessing and 
spiritual power, and how we praise 
God! We want to thank God for 
you friends who pray for us, and 
we want you-to keep praying. We 
want to thank you who have co- 
operated with us in selecting the 
right kind of students so we can 
train the right kind .of Christian 
leaders. We want to. thank all of 
you who have been led to help us 
financially. A lady said not long 
ago, “I haven’t any money to give 
Bob Jones University. All I can do 
is to pray.” I said, “We would 
rather you would pray than to 
send us money.” If you really pray 
for us and have any money, the 
Lord will lead you to send us some 
money. 


Bob, Jr., as president, and I, as 
founder and chairman of the Board 
of Trustees, are carrying a heavy 
burden—heavier than: any of you 
folks can know. But the Lord is so 
good. He gives us strength equal 
to the task, and we have faith to 
believe He will keep on doing it.

Men’s Committee Buy 
5-Story Building 
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The Christian Business, Men’s 
Committee of Chicago has just 
taken title to the five-story build- 
ing and land at 108-114 North 
Dearborn Street in downtown 
Chicago. Purchase price was $250,- 
000. Upwards of $40,000 will be 
spent on alterations and rehabili- 
tation, following which the pre- 
mises will be completely redecor- 
ated and portions of it refurnished

tee, 

Chicago’s Noonday Services, now 
in their twenty-fourth year, and 
previously held in Loop theaters 
and since 1943 in Victory Center 
at 52 West Washington Street, 
will in the new premises be con- 
ducted in “Faith Chapel” situated 
on the ground floor at 110 North 
Dearborn Street. In addition, it 
is planned to conduct evening 
meetings in the interest of men 
and women nightly thronging Ran- 
dolph Street and State Street, the 
center of Chicago’s night life. It 
was pointed out by Frank W. 
Sheriff, Executive Secretary, that 
“Faith Chapel” will not be what 
is considered a Rescue Mission, 
but rather a high type, well ap- 
pointed chapel, designed to minis- 
ter to that strata of society of 
moderate means, without spiritual 
fellowship and perhaps otherwise 
unreached. 


The second floor of the new 
Victory Center will continue its 
program to men and women in 
the Armed Forces. This partictlar 
phase of the work begun early in 
World War II has continued with- 
out abatement. Known quite gen- 
erally throughout the Forces, it 
attracts many hundreds of Service 
personnel every week. It is known 
as Chicago’s Christian “Home 
Away from Home” for these 
youths in the Nation’s uniform. 


The fourth floor of the new 
building will be known as “Bethel 
Hall,” a meeting place for various 
Christian organizations. It will 
serve such groups as the Christian 
Medical Society, Child Evangelism 
Fellowship, Hi-C Clubs, Christian 
Nurses Fellowship, Christian: Busi- 
ness Women’s Council, Aaron 
Post of the American Legion, 
Evangelical Ministers’ Association 
of Greater Chicago, and many 
others of similar character. 

The third and fifth floors, in 

addition to some of the stores on 
the main floor, will be leased by 
Christian organizations. It is the 
purpose of the Committee to have 
the building occupied entirely by 
interdenominational and nonsec- 
tarian organizations. 
Mr. Sheriff pointed out that 
during the past several years the 
daily broadcast of Chicago’s Noon- 
day Services, in addition to its 
local outlet WMBI, is now heard 
by transcription in Michigan, West 
Virginia, Hawaii, and Ecuador. 
The entire ministry of the Chris- 
tian Business Men’s Committee is 
Supported solely by voluntary con- 
tributions from Protestant Chris- 
tians.

1. God’s Children Are Eter- 
nally Safe, Because Their 
Salvation Is According 
to Mercy 


“Blessed be the God and Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, which 
according to his abundant mercy 
hath begotten us.” 

Salvation is by grace. Whenever 
I am asked whether a saved man 
can get lost, I always answer that 
it depends upon whether he got 
saved by grace. I know of no other 
way of salvation than by grace, 
that is by gift. No man earns his 
salvation, no man is saved because 
he deserves it, no man is saved 
by his own good works; but, in 
response to faith in the Lord Jesus 
Christ as a personal Saviour, God 
bestows upon the believer’ the 
priceless boon of salvation. 


How then can it be supposed 
that the salvation thus bestowed 
is bestowed only upon condition 
that the saved man must deserve 
to keep it, or, failing to do so, he 
must forfeit it? As a matter of 
fact, no one deserves, either to get 
saved or to keep saved. If anyone 
is to be saved, or kept saved, it 
must be according to mercy; it 
must be by grace. 

“Therefore it is of faith, that 
it might be by grace” (Rom. 4: 
16.) ; 

“And if by grace, then is it no 
more of works: otherwise. grace is 
no more grace. But if it be of 
works, then is it no more grace: 
otherwise work is no more work” 
(Rom. 11:6). 


It was “after that the kindness 
and love of ‘God our Saviour to- 
ward man appeared,” that “Not 
by works of righteousness which 
we have done, but according to his 
mercy he saved us” (Titus 3:4,5).

“Blessed be the God and Father 
of the Lord Jesus Christ, which 
according to his abundant mercy 
hath begotten us again unto a live- 
ly hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from themed? 

Peter, who by the Spirit wrote 
these words, was well able to 
enter into the fulness of their 
meaning, for he had known the 
time when all hope had gone from 
him and left him in despair. His 
Lord, whom he had loved, was 
dead! And Peter, despite his love 
for his Lord, had shamefully de- 
nied Him. Repentance had come, 
but that repentance had come too 
late: the Lord, whom he, despite 
his base denial of Him, had truly 
loved, was dead. All was lost, and 
all hope was’ gone. They had 
“trusted that it had been = he 
which should have redeemed Is- 
rael” (Luke 24:21). But now, all 
that was past, for the Lord Jesus 
was dead. 

Imagine, if you can what it 
meant to this man Peter, to see 
the same Lord Jesus alive again! 
From the open and empty tomb 
there came the message to “tell 
his disciples and Peter!” See 
Peter, running, with John, to the 
place where that prec::us body 
had been laid. They tell us that 


it was because John was the 
younger of the two men. that 
he got to the tomb first; 


I do not know; but we may

3. God’s Children Are Eternal- 
ly Safe, Because Their In- 
heritance Is Incorruptible 


There appeared in the news- 
papers the account of a man who 
had inherited an old family man- 
sion. He was glad of the news of 
his supposed good fortune, until 
he looked the property over and 
found that the house was in such 
a state of decay as to render it 
worthless. It had originally been 
a perfectly good house, made of 
good materials, and built by skill- 
ful workmen; but the tooth of 
time had been at work, and there 
was nothing left that was. salv- 
able; and its new possessor was 
poorer with the property than he 
had been without it. 


So it goes with the riches of 
this world; there is nothing here 
that is incorruptible. The Lord 
Jesus Christ, the adorable Son of 
God, hath brought life and incor- 
ruptibility to light. The foul 
breath of decay can never work 
its ravages with any of the things 
which God hath prepared for them 
that love Him; the taint of corrup- 
tion can never reach the glorious 
inheritance of the children of God. 
Even their bodies shall one day be 
transfigured into the likeness of 
their Lord’s glorified body, the 
dead being raised incorruptible, 
and the living, with the dead, being 
“changed, in a moment, in the 
twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trump.” And not only so, but the 
creation itself, now groaning and 
travailing in pain together, “shall 
be delivered from the bondage of 
corruption into the liberty of the 
glory of the children of God” (I

not pretend to be able to answer 
the question I raise. But I am 
glad that our heavenly inheritance 
is undefiled. The one who handed 
it down to us did not obtain it 
by shedding the blood of others; 
nay, rather, it was by the shedding 
of His own blood. 


The great primary element in 
the Gospel of our salvation is 
righteousness; not’ grace, but 
righteousness. It was grace that 
provided it, I grant you, but the 
thing provided is righteousness, 
‘and it is righteousness righteously 
provided. One of the reasons given 
by Paul for not being ashamed of 
the Gospel, in Romans 1, is be- 
cause “therein is revealed a right- 
eousness Of God.” Not the grace 
of God, but the righteousness of 
God. In the great plan of salva- 
tion, wrought out in that dreadful 
transaction on Calvary, grace in- 
deed reigns, but grace reigns 
“through righteousness unto eter- 
nal life by Jesus Christ our Lord” 
(Rom. 5:21). 


Many there are who suppose 
that in saving us God acted in 
mercy and grace at the expense 
of justice. Let no one go on sup- 
posing anything that would bring 
such a reproach upon the right- 
eous Judge of all the earth. It is 
the marvel of the Gospel that in 
it God has found a way to be just 
and the Justifier of believing 
sinners. He found a ransom, a 
righteous ransom. The Lord Jesus 
Christ, His Eternal Son, willingly 
offered Himself, through the 
Eternal Spirit, without spot to 
God, and as the Lamb of God, He 
took away the sin of the world. 


Thus it is that we may rejoice 
that our inheritance is free from 
defilement. It is not merely a 
gracious salvation that is ours; it 
is a righteous salvation. 


Someone, has defined the right- 
eousness of the Gospel as ‘“‘that 
righteousness which the righteous- 
ness of God required Him to re- 
quire.” We may well praise God 
that the righteous requirement 
of the righteous God was fully 
met for us when on the cross

for the Saviour. I wonder why it 
is that so few are making so great 
a sacrifice and so many of us 
Christians make so little effort in 
the imporant job of winning 
people to Jesus Christ? I can see 
the ‘great heart of the Apostle 
Paul laid bare in the section of I 
Corinthians 4:9-13: 


“For I think that God hath set 
forth us the apostles last, as -it 
were appointed to death: for we 
are made a spectacle unto the 
world, and to angels, and to men. 
We are fools for Christ’s sake, but 
ye are wise in Christ; we are 
weak, but ye are strong; ye are 
honorable, but we are despised. 
Even unto this present hour we 
both hunger, and thirst, and are 
naked, and are buffeted, and have 
no certain dwelling-place; And 
labor, working with our own 
hands: being reviled, we bless; 
being persecuted we suffer it: 
Being defamed, we entreat: we 
are made as the. filth of the world, 
and are the offscouring of all 
things unto this day.” 

‘How greatly must the heart of 
Paul been grieved as he looked 
and saw the unfair difference be- 
tween himself and other Chris- 
tians. His’ service was_ taking 
hunger and thirst and being with- 
out fine clothes and being with- 
out a place to lay his head regu- 
larly—being in prison a good share 
of the time and making extreme 
sacrifice when other Christians 
there in the church at Corinth had 
everything they needed and sel- 
dom had to sacrifice for Jesus’ 
sake. 


In March I was in a church ser- 
vice where my college roommate 
is pastor. He told in his message 
that evening of talking with a 
young communist who was mak- 
ing extreme sacrifices to get out 
the message of communism. He 
was taking only enough of his 
salary to furnish a modest room 
and food and enough clothing to 
get by on. The rest of his money 
was all going to the cause of 
spreading the message of com- 
munism. 

Everywhere we see numbers of 
different cults and isms making 
sacrifice and being willing to be 
made fun of in order to get out 
their message. How sad the case 
then when the work of God fre- 
quently languishes and has to get 
by on less than it needs. Oh, may 
God give us people who will sacri- 
fice for the tremendous work of 
getting out the Gospel. 

The other day Dr. Rice asked 
me to come over to see a drawing 
for a book jacket. As I left the 
office and went over to the other 
building where Dr. Rice’s offices 
are, I counted the steps. It was 
just two hundred and one steps 
from the front door of our building 
here to the front door of our 
Building No. 2. I thought to my- 
self, “How wonderful it will be 
wheh we are able to have an ade- 
quate new building with all of the 
offices together so that time will 
be saved and more efficiency will 
result.”

as he revels in the beauties of the 
new world. 

Suddenly he remembers his 
friends at the bottom of the 
muddy pool! He recalls his pro- 
misd to return. But the dragonfly 
cannot, even if he would, fulfill 
that promise. His whole trans- 
formed being recoils from contact 
with that dark world of mud. And 
even if he could descend into their 
midst, how could he describe to 
their limited understanding, things 
so utterly beyond their comprehen- 
sion? 

And so while God has told us 
enough about the life beyond to 
satisfy an intelligent, yet humble 
faith, nevertheless of necessity, 
“Eye hath not seen, nor ear 
heard, neither have entered into 
the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them 
that Jove him.” 

There are two answers to the 
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question, “If a man die, shall he 
live again?” There is the answer 
of human reason, and also the 
answer of divine revelation. These 
two witnesses agree. They tell us 
man lives on beyond the grave. 


I. The Answer of Human 
Reason 


There are some things in the 
Bible hard to be understood: 
things which are not contrary to 
reason, but which are beyond our 
reason. The persistence of life 
after death is neither contrary to 
nor beyond our reason. It is a self- 
evident fact, a scientific necessity, 
that man must live on. 

For one thing the wniversal in- 
stinct cannot be wrong. ‘The 
Greeks, who excelled in the realm 
of true thinking, believed in an 
after life. Both Plato and Socra- 
tes taught that the soul lived 
after death in the realm of bliss 
or misery, according to the kind 
of life lived here. There is 
scarcely a tribe of people in exist- 
ence that does not believe in a 
future life. Why the instinct if 
there is no corresponding reality 
to satisfy that instinct? 

Moreover the constitution of 
man’s nature is inexplicable un- 
less there is a future life. Man 
has not only an instinct for a 
hereafter; he is made with a cap- 
acity for it. Man is too large for 
his present environment. He can 
think of God, of the world beyond. 
His thoughts fly into’ eternity. 
2eason demands an eternity to 


furnish environment for such 
capacity and thinking. 
Then, too, moral discipline 


would be useless if there is no 
future life. Why purify, streng- 
then, and develop character if 
there is no future existence? Let 
us eat, drink, and be merry, for 
tomorrow we die. Why trouble 
taking seventy years to build up 
a noble character if it is to crum- 
ble into dust with your body? 
Reason tells us it is wise and 
right to build a noble character; 
the same reason tells us that such 
a disciplined life should live on. 
The incompleteness of life also 
demands a hereafter. We some- 
times see a broken pillar erected 
over the grave of some promising

without it the richest is poor in- 
deed. 

It “fadeth not away.” Rather, 
it groweth greater the more 
closely we approach it, the more 
closely we examine it. Here are 
hidden mines of wealth, beyond 
our dreams when first we came to 
know the Lord. The gold, and the 
Silver, and the diamonds, and the 
rubies, the cash, the bonds and 
stocks, the “securities” of this 
world are not secure; they fly 
away; they vanish; we pursue 
them eagerly, and when we finally 


grasp them, lo, we find our hands‘ 


are empty. 

“Real estate!’ Certain forms of 
wealth in this world are called 
“real estate.” But there is no real 
estate outside the realm where 
neither moth nor rust corrupt and 
where thieves do not break 
through nor steal. 

The Scriptures give abundant 
assurance of the blessed fact that 
our inheritance is one that fadeth 
not away. It is well to examine 
these, for very many of God’s dear 
children have never seen. their 
security in Christ. The believer's 
eternal security in Christ rests 
upon seven pillars in the Scrip- 
tures, and “the scriptures cannot 
be broken”: 

(1) The finished work of Christ 


young life cut down in the midst 
of its years. That is true of every 
life if man does not live again. 
Even if a man lives for seventy 
years, his life is a broken pillar 
unless he survives the tomb. The 
incomplete tasks, the unfulfilled 
hopes, the unredressed wrongs, the 
injustice and inequality that 
abounds, the imperfection and in- 
completeness that is part of the 
very constitution of things human, 
all tell us a hereafter is a necessity 
if hopes are to be fulfilled and 
wrongs righted. 


II, The Answer of Divine 
Revelation 


I am happy now to turn to the 
answer of God to the question of 
man. There is satisfaction for 
mind and soul in a “Thus saith the 
Lord.” To me a whisper from 
Scripture is better than a shout

6. God’s Children Are Eter- 
nally Safe, Because Their 
Inheritance Is Rese: ved. 

In Heaven For Them 


It is an inheritance which -is 
“incorruptible, and undefiled, and 
that fadeth not away, reserved in 
heaven for you.” The inheritance 
is ours, but it is not given to us 
to keep. It is kept for us in the 
mighty keeping of our Father. We 
have the earnest of the inheritance 
in the person of the Holy Spirit, 
who dwells in our bodies here to 
see that all our needs are supplied, 
God working in us “both to will 
and to do of his good pleasure”; 
but the inheritance itself is in the 
safety deposit vaults of the Bank 
of Heaven. Nothing can touch it 
there: of this we are assured. The 


child of God may say with a full) 


heart, ‘I know whom I have be- 
lieved, and am persuaded that he 
is able to keep my deposit against 
that day.’ He may well sing, 
Since I can read my title clear 
To mansions in the skies, 
I'll bid farewell to every fear, 
And wipe my weeping eyes. 


7. God’s Children. Are Etern- 
ally Safe, Because, While 
Their Inheritance Is Re- 
served For Them, They 
-Are Preserved For It 
They are “kept. by the power 
of God.’ There has been much 
contention in the theological world 
for and against the doctrine of 
“the preservation of the saints.” 
But what the Scriptures teach is 
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ithe preservation of the saints by 
the perseverance of God. He hath 
begun the good work in us, and 
He will perform it until the day 
of Jesus Christ. Our reliance is 
not upon ourselves, but upon Him. 
Not even upon our continued 
faith, but upon His continued 
faithfulness. Though we be faith- 
less, yet He abideth faithful, for 
He cannot deny Himself. He is 
faithful that promised. He abideth 
faithful. Our eyes are not turned 
within, but we are “looking unto 
Jesus the author. and finisher of 
our faith.” All our springs are 
in Him, and all our dependence 
upon Him. He will keep our de- 
posit. He will not fail, nor be dis- 
‘couraged. 


It remains now -to guard certain 
points connected with our theme. 
Children of God are saints, but 
they are not yet perfected as to 
their walk. To the end of the 
chapter, until their earthly walk 
shall end, they are sinners saved 
by grace. Now, it will be asked, 
what is the consequence of their 
sinning? If they do not, and can- 
not, lose their salvation, what do 


they lose when they fall into sin? . 


The answer is, they lose in fruit- 
fulness, they lose in fellowship 
with God. When a child of God 
falls into sin, his intercourse with 
God, his communion with his 
Heavenly Father, is interrupted. 

How may this interrupted com- 
munion, this precious fellowship, 
which is truly “with the Father 
and with his Son Jesus Christ,” be 
restored? 

The answer is clearly set: forth 
in the first chapter of Ist John, 
the ninth verse: “If we confess our 
sins, he is faithful and just to for- 
give us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness.” 

“But,”” says someone, “what ‘if 
the sinning child of Goéd*does not 
confess his sins: what then? And, 
suppose he dies before he has con- 
fessed his sins, what then? What 
becomes of him? Where does he 
go?” 

Again, the Scriptures give a 
plain and unequivocal answer. A 
case in point is furnished in the 


-eleventh chapter of First Corin- 


thians. Many of .the Corinthian 
saints were sinning against God in 
connection with the observance 


of the Lord’s Supper; eating and - 


drinking unworthily, that is, in 


an unworthy manner, not discern- — 


ing the Lord’s body. They refused 
to judges themselves, and com- 
pelled the faithful Father to deal 
with them in chastening, with the 
result that many of them were 
made sick, and many of them died. 
What then? What became of those 
who died? Where did they go? To 
Hell? No. To Heaven? Yes. Listen: 
I read from verses. 30-32. 

“For this cause many are weak 
and sickly among you, and many 
sleep. For if we would judge our- 
selves, we should not be judged. 
But when we are judged, we are 
chastened of. the ‘Lord, that wwe 
should not be condemned. with the 
world.” 

Our condemnation took place, 
once for all, at Calvary, when, in 
the person of our Substitute, we 
died to sin. 

“There is therefore now no con- 
demnation to them that are in 
Christ. Jesus”. (Rom. 8:1, R.V.). 

What about works? Have they 
no place in our salvation? Surely, 
they have a very large place; but 
their place is not among. the 
causes of salvation, but rather 
among its effects. 

“For we are his workmanship, 
created in Christ. Jesus for good 
works, which God afore pre- 
pared that we should walk in 
them” (Eph. 2:10). 

We are exhorted in the Word of 
God to “be rich in good works.” 
But let no one suppose that until 
he is born again he can do any 
good work which will pass muster 
in the sight of God and help to 
save him. Also, let no 6ne suppose 
that, even after he is born again, 


he can by his good works add to 


his acceptance before God. Our 
acceptance is in the Beloved (Eph. 
1:6). And yet “faith without 
works is dead,” and dead faith 
never saved anyone; but living, 
Saving faith will show itself by 
its works. The old epitaph has it 
right: : 


|I wil. not work, my soul to save; 


That work my Lord hath done. 
But I will work like any slave 
For love of God’s dear Son.

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from science or philosophy, al- 
though in this case all witnesses 
agree. 


There are five words used in 
the New Testament to describe 
death. An examination of these 
words gives ample and eloquent 
answer to the question, “If a man 
die, shall he live again?” 


The first word tells us that 
death is the sowing of a seed. 
Paul tells us, in I Corinthians 15, 
that when the body is buried, it 
is merely sown. He says, “It is 
sown in corruption; it is raised in 
incorruption: It is sown in dis- 
honour; it is raised in glory: it is 
sown in weakness; it is raised in 
power.” 

The body, therefore, when 
placed in the grave is sown. What 
does that mean? It tells us that 
as certainly as the seed.that is 
buried rises again from the 
ground, so the body of man shall 
rise from his grave in the earth. 
The body is not lost; it is not an- 
nihilated. It is merely sown. It 
shall rise again. 

Paul then proceeds to say that 
the body raised is a better and 
more beautiful body than the body 
that was sown. As the snow-white 
lily is more beautiful than the un- 
lovely bulb from which it came, so 
the new body of the believer is 
far more beautiful and glorious 
than the body that was laid in the 
tomb. 

My friend, do you believe this 
beautiful truth? The dear ones 
who have gone from this earth 
trusting in Jesus, whose bodies we 
tenderly laid in the grave, whose 
absence today we mourn, shall be 
seen by us again in a real, new 
beautiful body according to the 
sure promise of God. Every time 
you see a pure white lily, an ex- 
quisitely-tinted orchid, a_ lovely 
rose, say to yourself, “That is 
God’s illustration of the resurrec- 
tion of the believer’s body.” The 
burial of the body is the sowing 
of a seed. 

Again, Scripture tells us that 
death is a sleep. This figures is 
used frequently to describe death. 
Jesus said of Jairus’ dead daugh- 
ter, “The damsel sleepeth.” On the 
Way to raise Lazarus from the 
dead He said, “Our friend Lazarus 
sleepeth; but I go, that I may 
awake him out of sleep.” Paul de- 
scribes the Christian dead as those 
who “sleep in Jesus.” 

Now when a man lies down to 


sleep he does not think that is 


the end of him. When he lies 
down on his bed at night after a 
day of hard toil he expects to rise 
in the morning. He expects that 
When the new day breaks, when 
the light of morning filters in 
through the window, and when he 
hears a voice calling on him to 
arise, that then he will awake, 
rested, refreshed, and reinvigorat- 
ed, ready for the task of the 
new day. 

And that, my friends, is exactly 
What death is for the Christian. 
The body lies down at the end of 
life’s little day to sleep in its bed 
of dust. But when the resurrection 
morning dawns, when Christ from 
the skies calls to His own to arise, 
then, reinvigorated with immor- 
tality, we shall rise from the grave 
ready for the task of the new day 
that will never end. Death for the 
body is but a sleep. The soul never 
Sleeps; the soul of a_ believer 
passes instantly to the presence of 
Christ in Heaven, but the body, 
until the resurrection, lies asleep. 


Sleep on, beloved, sleep, and take 
thy rest; | . 
Lay down thy head upon thy 
Saviour’s breast: 


_ We love thee well; but Jesus loves 


thee best— 


Good night! Good night! Good} 


night! 


Calm is thy slumber as an infant’s 
sleep;

The Bible also describes death 
as an exodus. In II Peter 1:15, 
Peter speaks of his death as an 
exodus. The word “decease” there 
is exodus. Exodus means “a road 
out of.” For Israel their exodus 
was a road out of Egypt. It was 
an exodus from a place of bond- 
age, of suffering, of groaning, to 
a land of liberty, flowing with 
milk and honey. 


And death for those who are 
Saved is an exodus. We go out 
from a world where we are under 
bondage to the flesh, a world of 
suffering, of tears, of disappoint- 
ments, of bereavements. But 
Heaven brings us into a land of 
liberty from the presence of sin, 
and from all the misery that sin 
brings with it. Death is not a ter- 
minus; it is a junction. There we 
Shall change cars for the New 
Jersualem. As Israel sang on the 
day of their exodus, so will the 
Christian sing on the day of his 
deliverance. Death is the road out 
of this world into a better one. 
Death.-is..thevestibule of Heaven. 


It is not death to die; 
To leave this weary road, 
‘And ’midst the brotherhood on 
high, 
To be at home with~ God. 


It is not death to bear 
The wrench that sets us free 
From dungeon-chain, to breathe 
the air 
Of boundless liberty. 


Scripture further “amplifiesthe 
answer t6-Job’s question by telling 
us that death is an unmooring. 
Anticipating his death, Paul, in II 
Timothy 4:6, says, “The time of 
my departure is at hand.” The 
word departure here means un- 
loosing or unmooring. It was the 
word used by sailors when they 
spoke of unmooring a vessel. The 
great ship is tied up to her moor- 
ing at the dock. For many days 
she has been a prisoner during 
the time of loading. But now the 
cargo is in the hold, the pas- 
sengers are all aboard, the whistle 
is blown, for the time of her un- 
mooring is at hand. Then the great 
ropes that hold the vessel captive 
are unloosed, and out through the 
harbor, across the harbor bar, she 
sails into the great ocean. 


Now the unmooring of a ship 
is not the end but the beginning. 
Ships are not made to lie for- 
ever in a harbor. Ships are made 
to sail the seven seas. God would 


‘tell us by this figure that life is 


a time of preparation, of loading 
for the great voyage of eternity. 

Doubtless the. poet had this 
very truth in mind when he pen- 
ned these familiar words: 


Sunset and evening star, 
And one clear call for me. 
And may there be no moaning of 
the bar, 
When I put out to sea. 


But such a tide as moving seems 
to sleep, 
Too full for sound or foam, 
When that which drew from out 
the boundless deep 
Turns again home. 


Twilight and evening bell, 
And after that the dark! 
And may theré be no sadness of 
farewell, 
When I embark; 


For though from out the bourne 
of time and place 
The flood may bear me far, 
I hope to see my Pilot face to face, 
When I have crossed the bar. 


This hope of the Christian is 
built on a sure foundation, It is 
built on the impregnable rock of 
God’s Word. That Word tells us 
death is an unmooring. : 

Finally, Seripture tells us that 
death is a Homegoing. Jesus 
said, “In my Father’s house are 
many mansions... I go to prepare 
a place for you.” That is a picture

fall into the most shameful dis- 
credit. If we wish to make it great, 
we must be free. I thank his Excel- 
lency, Monsignor Dupanloup, for 
the sign of approbation which he 
makes with his head: this gives me 
courage, and I go on. 


The Testimony of Christ 


Reading then the sacred books 
with that attention with which the 
Lord has made me capable, I do 
not find one-single chapter, or one 
little verse, in which Jesus Christ 
gives to St. Peter the mastery over 
the apostles, his fellow-workers. 
If Simon, son of Jonas, had been 
what we believe his holiness Pius 
1X to be today, it is wonderful that 
He had not said to him: ‘When I 
have ascended to my Father, you 
should all obey Simon Peter as 
you obey me. I establish him my 
vicar upon earth.’ : 

Not only is Christ silent on this 
point, but so little does He think 
of giving a head to the church, 
that when He promises to His 
apostles to judge the twelve tribes 
of Israel (Matt. 19:28), He 
promises them twelve thrones, 
one for each, without saying that 
among those thrones one shall be 
higher than the others—which 
shall belong to Peter. Certainly, if 
He had wished that it should be 
so, He would have said it. What 
do we conclude from this. sen- 
tence? Logic tells us that Christ 
did not wish to make St. Peter 


the head of the apostolic college. 


Wher’Christ sent the apostles to 
conquer the world, to all He gave 
the promise of the Holy Spirit. 
Permit me to repeat it: if He 
had wished to constitute Peter 
His vicar, He would have given 
him the chief command over His 
spiritual army. Christ—so says 
the Holy Scriptures—forbade 
Peter and his colleagues, to reign 
or to exercise lordship, or to have 
authority over the faithful like the 
kings of the Gentiles (Luke 22: 
25). If St. Peter had been elected 
pope, Jesus would not have spoken 
thus; but according to our tradi- 
tion, the papacy holds in its hands

The Testimony of the Early 
Church 


One thing has surprised me very 
much, Turning it over in my mind, 
I said to myself, if Peter had been 
elected pope, would his colleagues 
have been permitted to send him 
with St. John to Samaria to an- 
nounce the Gospel of the Son of 
God? ‘What do you think, vener- 
Able brethren, if at this moment 
we permitted ourselves to send his 
holiness Pius IX and his Excel- 
lency Monsignor Plantier to go to 
the Patriarch of Constantinople, to 
pledge him to put an end to the 
Eastern schism? 


But here is another still more 
important fact. An Ecumenical 
Council is assembled at Jerusalem 
to decide on the questions -which 
divide the faithful. Who would 
have called together this Council 
if St. Peter had been pope? St. 
Peter. Who: would have presided 
at it? St. Peter, or his legate. Who 
would have promulgated the can- 
ons? St. Peter. Well, nothing of 
this occurred. The apostle assisted 
at the Council as all the others 
did, yet it was not he who summed 
it up, but St. James; and when 
the decrees were promulgated, it 
was in the name of the apostles, 
the elders, and the brethren (Acts 
15). Is it thus that we do in our 
church? The more I examine, O 
venerable brethren, the more I 
am convinced that in the Scrip- 
tures the son of Jonas does not 
appear to be first. 


The Testimony of St. Paul 


Now, while we teach that the 
church is built upon St. Peter, St. 
Paul (whose authority cannot. be 
doubted) says, in his epistle to the 
Ephesians 2:20, it is built on the 
foundation of the apostles and pro- 
phets, Jesus Christ Himself being 
the chief corner-stone. And the 
same apostle believes so little in 
the supremacy of St. Peter, that 
he openly blames those who would 
say, We are-of Paul, We are of 
Apollos (I Cor. 1:12), as those who 
say, We are of Peter. If therefore 
this last apostle had been the vicar 
of Christ, St. Paul would have 
taken great care not to censure so 
violently those who belonged to 
his own colleagues. The same 
apostle, counting up the offices of 
the church, mentions apostles, 
prophets, evangelists, doctors, and 
pastors. Is it to be believed, my 
venerable brethren, that St. Paul, 
the great apostle of the Gentiles, 
would have forgotten the first of 
these offices, the papacy, if the 
papacy had been of divine institu- 
tion? The forgetfulness appeared 
to me to be as impossible as if 
an historian of this Council were 
not to mention one word of his 
holiness Pius IX (several voices— 


“Silence, heretic, silence.’’?) Calm | 


yourselves, my brethren, I have 
not as yet finished. Forbidding me 
to go on, you show yourselves to 
the world to do wrong in shutting 
the mouth of the smallest member 
of this assembly. 


I continue. The Apostle Paul 
makes no mention in any of his 
letters directed to the various 
churches, of the primacy of Peter. 
If this primacy had existed, if, in 
one word, the church had in its 
body a supreme head infallible in 
teaching, would the great apostle 
of the Gentiles have forgotten to 
mention it? What do I say? He 
would have written a long letter 
on this. all-important subject. 
Then, as he has actually done, 
when the edifice of the Christian 
doctrine is erected, would the 
foundation, the key of the arch, 
be forgotten? Now, unless you 
hold that the church of the 
apostles was heretical (which none 
of us would either desire or dare 
to say), we are obliged to confess 
that the church has never been 
more beautiful, more pure, or 
more holy, than in the days when 
there was no pope. (Cries of, “It 
is not true; it is not true.”’) Let 
not Monsignor di Laval say, “No,” 
Since any of you, my venerable 
brethren, should dare to think that 
the church which has today a 
pope for its head is more in the 
faith, more pure in its morals than 
the apostolic church, let him say 
it openly in the face of the uni- 


j verse, for this enclosure is the 


centre from which our words fly~ 
from pole to pole. 


I go on. Neither in the writings 
of St. Paul, St. John, nor St. 
James, have I found a trace or 
germ of the papal power. St. Luke, 
the historian of the missionary 
labors of. the apostles, is silent on 
this all-important point. The si- 
lence of these _ holy' men, 
whose writings make part of the, 
canon of the divinely-inspired 
Scriptures, has appeared to me 
burdensome and impossible, if. 
Peter had been pope and as un- 
justifiable as if Thiers, writing the 
history of Napoleon Bonaparte, 
had omitted the title of emperor. 


I see here before me a member 
of the assembly, who says, point- 
ing at me with his finger, ‘There 
is a schismatic bishop who has 
got among us under false colors.”’ 
No, no, my venerable brethren, I 
have not entered this august as- 
sembly as a thief, by the window, 
but by the door like yourselves. 
My title of bishop gave me a right 
to it, as my Christian conscience 
forces me to speak and to say that 
which I believe to be true. 


The Testimony of St. Peter 


What has surprised me most, 
and what moreover is capable of 
demonstration, is the silence of 
St. Peter: If the apostle had been 
what we proclaim him to be— 
that is, the vicar of Jesus Christ 
on earth—he surely would have 
known it; if he had known it, 
how is it that not once did he act 
as pope? He might have done it 
on the day of Pentecost, when he 
pronounced his first sermon, but 
did not do it; neither in his. two 
letters directed to the church. 
Can you imagine such a pope, my 
venerable brethren, if St. Peter 
had been pope? Now, if you wish 
to maintain that he was the pope, 
the natural consequence arises 
that you must maintain that’he™ 
was ignorant of the fact. Now I 
ask whoever had a head to think 
and a mind to reflect, are these 
two suppositions possible? 

To return, I. say, while the 
apostle lived, the church never 
thought that there could be a. 
pope; to maintain the contrary, all 
the sacred writings must be en- 
tirely ignored. | 

But it is said on all sides, Was 
not St. Peter at Rome? Was he 
not crucified with his head down? 
Are not the pulpits in which he 
taught, the altars at which he said 
the mass, in this eternal city? St. 
Peter having been at Rome, my 
venerable brethren, rests only on 
tradition; but, if he had been 
Bishop of Rome, how can you 
from this episcopate prove his su- 
premacy? Scecaliger, one of the 
most learned of men, has not hesi- 
tated to say that St. Peter’s epis- 
copate and residence at Rome 
ought to be classed with redicu- 
lous legends. (Repeated cries, 
“Shut his month, shut his mouth; 
make him come down from the. 
pulpit.”’) 


The Testimony of History 


Venerable brethren, I am ready 
to be silent; but is it not better, 
in an assembly like ours, to prove 
all things, as the apostle com- 
mands, and to hold fast what is 
good? We have a dictator, before 
whom we-—even his holiness Pius 
IX himself—must prostrate our- 
selves, and be silent and bow our” 
heads. That dictator is history. 
This is not like a legend, which 
can be made as the potter mal!zes 
his clay, but is like a diamond 
which cuts on the glass what can- 
not be cancelled. Till now I have 
only leaned on her, and if I have 
found no trace of the papacy in 
the apostolic days, the fault is. 
hers, fot mine. Do you wish to 
put me into the position of one . 
accused of falsehood? You may do. 
it, if you can. 

I hear from the right some one 
expressing these words—“‘Thou art 
Peter, and. on this rock I will 
build my church.” I will answer 
this objection presently, my ven- 
erable brethren; but, before doing 
so, I wish to present you with the 
result of my historical researches. : 

Finding no trace of the papacy 
in the days of the apostles, I said 
to myself, I shall find what I am. 
in search of in the annals of the 
church. Well, I say it frankly—-I 
have sought for a pope in the first 
four. centuries and I have not 
found him. None of you, I hope, 
will doubt the great authority of | 
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the Bishop of Hippo, the great and 
blessed St. Augustine. This pious 
doctor, the honor and glory of the 
Catholic church, was secretary in 
the Council of Melvie. In the de- 
erees of this venerable assembly 
are to be found these significant 
words—"Whosoever wills to ap- 
peal to those beyond the sea shall 
not be received by any one in 
Africa to the communion.’ The 
bishops of Africa acknowledged 
the bishop of Rome so little that 
they smote with excommunication 
those who would have recourse to 
an appeal. These same bishops, in 
the sixth Council of Carthage, 
held under Aurelius, Bishop of 
that city, wrote to Celestinus, 
Bishop of Rome, to warn him not 
to receive appeals from the 
bishops, priests or clerics — of 
Africa; and that he should send 
no more legates or commissaries: 
and that he should not introduce 
human pride into the church. 


That the Patriarch of Rome had 


‘from the earliest times tried to 


draw to himself all the authority 
is an evident fact; but it is an 
equally evident fact that he had 
not the supremacy which the UI- 
tramontanes attribute to him. Had 
he possessed it, would the Bishops 
of Africa—St. Augustine first 
among them—have dared to pro- 
hibit the appeals of their decrees 
to his supreme: tribunal? I con- 
fess without’ difficulty that the 


Patriarch of Rome held the first 


place. One of Justinian’s laws says, 
‘Let us order, after the definition 


of the four Councils, that the holy 


pope of ancient Rome shall be the 
first of the bishops, and that the 
most high Archbishop of Con- 
stantinople, which is the new 
Rome, shall be the second.’ ‘Bow 
down then” t6 the supremacy of 
the pope,’ you. will.say.to me. Do 
not rif so fast.to.this coriclusion, 
my venerable brethren, inasmuch 
as the law of Justinian has writ- 
ten on. the, face of it, ‘Of the order 
of the patriarchal sees.’ Prece- 
dence is one thing, the power of 
jurisdiction is another. For ex- 


ample, supposing that in Florence 


there was an assembly of all the 


_ bishops of the kingdom, the prece- 


dence would be given to the Pri- 


“mate of Florence, as among the 


Easterns it would be accorded to 
the Patriarch of Constantinople, as 
in England to the Archbishop. of 
Canterbury. But neither the first, 
the second, nor the third, 
could deduce from the position as- 


-signed to him a jurisdiction. over 


his colleagues. 


The importance of the* bishops 
of Rome proceeded not from a 


‘divine power, but from the import- 


ance of the city in which they had 


‘their seat. Monsignor Darboy (in 
Paris) is not superior in dignity 


to the Archbishop of Avignon; but, 


‘in spite of that, Paris gives him 
a consideration which he would 


not have, if instead of having his 
palace on the bank of the Seine, 
he had it on that of the Rhine. 


‘That which is true in the religious 


order is the same in civil and po- 
litical matters; the prefect of 
Rome is not more a prefect than 
one at Pisa; but civilly and polit- 
ically he has a greater importance. 


I have said that from the very 
first centuries the Patriarch of 
Rome aspired to the universal 
government of the church. Un- 
fortunately he very nearly reached 
it; but he had not succeeded as- 
suredly in his pretensions, for the 
Emporer Theodosius II made a 
law by which he established that 
the Patriarch of Constantinople 
should have the same authority as 
he of Rome (Leg. cod. de sacr., 
ete.) The fathers of the Council 
of Chalcedon put the bishops of 
the new and the old Rome in the 
Same order on all things, even 
ecclesiastical (Canon ,28). ‘The 
sixth Council of Carthage forbade 
all the: bishops to take the title 
of prince of the bishops, or 
sovereign bishop. As for this title 
of universal bishop, which the 
popes took later, St. Gregory I, 
believing that his successors would 
never think of adorning themselves 
with it, wrote these remarkable 
words, “None of my predecessors 
has consented to take this profane 
name; for when a patriarch gives 
himself the name of Universal, 
the title of patriarch suffers dis- 
credit. Far be it from Christians 
to desire to give themselves a 


title which brings discredit upon 
their brethren!” 


The Testimony of the 
Church Fathers 


The words of St. Gregory are 
directed to his colleagues of Con- 
stantinople, who pretended to the 
primacy of the church. Pope Pel- 
agius IT calls John, Bishop of Con- 
stantinople, who aspired to the 
high priesthood, “impious and pro- 
fane.” “Do not care,” he said, “for 
the title of universal, which John 
has usurped illegally. Let none of 
the patriarchs take this profane 
name; for what misfortunes may 
we not expect, if among. the 
priests such elements arise? They 
would get what-has been foretold 
for them—he is. the king of the 
sons of pride” (Pelagius Il, Letter 
13.) Do not these’ authorities 
prove (and I might add an hun- 
dred more of equal value), with a 
clearness as the sun at mid-day, 
that the first bishops of Rome 
were not till much later: recog- 
nized as universal bishops and 
heads of the church? And on the 
other hand, who does not know 
that from the year 325, in which 
the first Council of Nice was held, 
down to 580, the year. of the 
second Ecumenical Council of 
Constantinople, among more than 
1,109 bishops who assisted at the 
first six general Councils, there 
were not more than nineteen 
Western bishops? Who does not 
know that the Councils were con- 
voked by the Emperors without 
informing and sometimes against 
the wish of the bishop of Rome? 
—-that Hosius, Bishop of Cordova, 
presided at the first Council of 


Nice, and edited the canons 
of it? The same. Hosius 
presided afterwards at the 


Council of Sardica, excluding the 
legates of Julius, Bishop of Rome. 


I say no more, my venerable 
brethren; and I come now to speak 
of the great argument—-which you 
mentioned before—to establish 
the primacy of the Bishop of Rome 
by the rock (petra).If this were 
true, the dispute would be at an 
end* but our forefathers—and they 


certainly knew something—did not. 


think of it as we do. St. Cyril in 
his fourth book on the Trinity, 
says, “I believe that by the rock 
you must understand’ the “un- 
shaken faith of the apostles.” St. 
Hilary, Bishop of Poitiers, in his 
second book on the Trinity, Says, 
“The rock (petra) is the blessed 
and only rock of the faith con- 
fessed by the mouth of St. Peter;”’ 
and in the sixth book of the Trin- 
ity, he says, “It is on this rock 
of the confession of faith that 
the church is built.” ‘God,’’ says 
St. Jerome in the sixth book on 
St. -Matthew, “has founded His 
church on this rock, and it is from 
this rock that the apostle Peter 
has been named.” After him St. 
Chrysostom says in his fifty-third 
homily on St. Matthew, ‘On this 
rock I will build my church— 
that is, on the faith of the con- 
fession.’”’ Now, what. was the con- 
fession of the apostle? Here is it— 
“Thou art the Christ, the Son of 
the living God.’’ Ambrose, the holy 
Archbishop of Milan (on the sec- 
ond chapter of the Ephesians), 
St. Basil of Seleucia, and the 
fathers of the Council of Chalce- 
don, teach exactly the same thing. 
Of all the doctors of Christian 
antiquity St. Augustine occupies 
one of the first places for know- 
ledge and holiness. Listen then to 
what he writes in his second 
treatise on the first epistle of St. 
John: “What do, the words mean, 
I will build my church on this 
rock? On this faith, on that which 
said, Thou are the Christ, the Son 
of the living God.” In his treatise 
on St. John we find this most 
significant phrase—- “On this rock 
which thou hast confessed I will 
build my church, since Christ was 
the rock.” The great bishop be- 
lieved so little that the church 


was built on St. Peter that he] 


said to the people of his thirteenth 
sermon, “Thou art Peter, and on 
this rock (petra) which thou has 
confessed, on this rock which 


thou hast known, saying, Thou art] 
Christ the Son of the living God, | 
I will build my church—upon My-| 
self, who am the Son of the living |; 
God: I will build it on Me, and not : 
Me on thee.” That which St. Aug-], 
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Roman Catholic 
Bishop Strossmayer, a 
Champion Against 
the Infallibility 
of the Pope 


Among the 21 archbishops and 
65 bishops of the Roman Catholic 
Church who voted against the In- 
fallibility of- the Pope at the 85th 
General Congregation of the Vat- 
ican Council, July 13, 1870, Bishop 
Jose Strossmayer was one of the 
greatest champions opposing the 
doctrine of Infallibility. THE 
CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA, 
vol. XIV, gives the following in- 
formation about the remarkable 
personality of Bishop Strossmayer, 
who for all his high rank in the 
Catholic hierarchy was not afraid 
to express his convictions. The 
biographical sketch written by the 
Catholic Klemens Loeffler and au- 
thorized by Catholic censorship 
will speak more eloquently than 
any commentary we may offer on 
this subject. 

‘“Strossmayer, Joseph Georg. 
Bishop of Diakovar, b. at Esseg in 
Croatia-Slavonia 4 Feb, 1815, d. 8 
April 1905. He came from a fam- 
ily of German peasants who had 
immigrated into Croatia ... He 
obtained the degree of Doctor of 
Philosophy when only twenty 
years of age. In 1838 he was or- 
dained priest and was for two 
years vicar at Peterwarden... 
In 1842 he obtained the degree 
of Doctor of Theology ... profes- 
sor at Diakovar ... court chap- 
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‘cil Strossmayer maintained his op- 


lain, prefect in the Augustineum 
at Vienna and professor of Canon 
Law at the University 6f Vienna. 
On 18 Nov. 1849 he was appointed 
Bishop ... At the same time he 
was Apostolic Administrator of 
Belgrade-Semandria in Servia. In 
1898 the pope conferred the pal- 
lium upon him. At the Vatican 
Council he. was one of the most 
notable opponents of papal infal- 
libility, and distinguished himself 
as a speaker. The pope praised 
Strossmayer’s “remarkably good 
Latin.” A speech in which he de- 
fended Protestantism made a 
great sensation ,.. After the coun- | 


position longer than all the other 
bishops and kept up a connection 
with Doelinger and Reinkens until 
October, 1871. Then he notified 
them that he intended to yield “at 
least outwardly” ...In politics he 
was an active supporter of the 
Croatian national party and Pen- 
Slavism. He exerted himself to ad- 
vance his people in civilization, | 


yet he strengtheried~hational hat- 
reds by political agitation ...He 
sought to win the Servians who 
were not Uniat for Rome by the 
use of the Old Slavonic Liturgy.”

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ustine thought upon this cele- 
brated passage was the opinion 
of all Christendom in his time. 


Therefore, to resume, I estab- 
lish: (1) That Jesus has given to 
His apostles the same power that 
He gave to St. Peter. (2) That the 
apostles never recognized in St. 
Peter the vicar of Jesus Christ 
and the infallible doctor of the 
church. (3) That St. Peter never 
thought of being pope and never 
acted as if he were pope. (4) That 
the Councils of the first four cen- 
turies, while they recognized the 
high position which the Bishop 
of Rome occupied in the church 
on account of Rome, only accorded 
to him a pre-eminence of honor, 
never of power or of jurisdiction. 
(5) That the holy fathers in the 
famous passage, “Thou art Peter, 
and on this rock I will build my 
¢hurch,” never understood that the 
church was built on Peter (super 
Petrum) but on the.rock (super 
petram), that is, on the confes- 
sion of the faith of the apostle. I 
conclude victoriously, with history, 
with reason, with logic, with good 
sense, and with a Christian con- 
science, that Jesus Christ did not 
eonfer any supremacy on St. Peter 
and that the bishops of Rome did 
not become sovereigns of the 
ehurch, but only by confiscating 
one by one all the rights of the 
episcopate. (Voices—“Silence, im- 
pudent Protestant! Silence!’’) 


No, I am not an impudent Pro- 
testant. History is neither Cath- 
olic, nor Anglican, nor Calvinistic, 
nor Lutheran, nor Arminian, nor 
schismatic Greek, nor Ultramon- 
tane. She is what. she is—that is, 
something stronger than all con- 
fessions of faith of the Canons of 
the Ecumenical Councils... Write 
against it, if you dare! but you 
cannot destroy it, any more than 
taking a brick out-of the Coli- 
seum would make it fall. If I have 
said anything which proves to be 
false, show it to me by history, 
and without a moment's hesita- 
tion I will make an _ honorable 
apology; but be patient, and you 
will see that I have not said all 
that I would or could; and even 
were the funeral pile waiting for 
me in the place of St. Peter's, I 
should not be silent, and I am 
obliged to go on. Monsignor Du- 
panloup, in his celebrated Obser- 
vations on this Council of the 
Vatican, has said, and with reason, 
that if we declared Pius IX in- 
fallible, we must necessarily, and 
from natural logic, be obliged to 
hold that all his predecessors were 
also infallible. 


The Testimony of Papal. 
Contradictions 


Well, venerable brethren, here 
history raises its voice to assure us 
that some popes have erred. You 
may protest against it or deny it, 
as you please, but I will prove it. 
Pope Victor (192) first approved of 
Montanism, and then condemned 
it. Marcellinus (296-303) was an 
idolater. He entered into the tem- 
ple of Vesta, and-offered incensé to 
the goddess. You’ will say that it 
was an act of weakness; but I an- 
swer, a vicar’ of Jesus Christ dies 
rather than become an apostate. 
Liberius (358) consented to the 
condemnation of Athanasius, and 
made a profession of Arianism, 
that he might be recalled from 
his exile and reinstated in his see. 
adhered to Mon- 
thelitism: Father Gratry has 
proved it to demonstration. Gre- 
gory I, (785-90) calls any one 
Antichrist who takes the name of 
Universal Bishop, and contrary- 
wise Boniface III, (607, 9) made 
the parricide Emperor Phocas con- 
fer that title upon him. Pashal II, 


- (1088-99) and Eugenius III (1145- 


23) authorized duelling; Julius II 
(1509) and Pius IV (1560) forbade 
it. Eugenius IV (1432-39) approved 
of the Council of Basle and the 
restitution of the chalice to the 
church of Bohemia; Pius II (1458) 
revoked the concession. Hadrian II 
(867-872) declared civil marriages 
to be valid; Pius VII (1800-23) 
condemned them. Sixtus V_ (1585- 
$0) published an edition of the 
Bible, and by a bull recommended 
it to be read; Pius VII condemned 


the reading of it. Clement XIV} 


(1769-1774) abolished the order of 
the Jesuits, permitted by Paul III, 
and Pius VII re-established it. 


But why look for such remote 


proofs? Has not our holy Father 
here present, in his bull which gave 
the rules for this Council, in the 
event of his dying while it was 
sitting, revoked all that in past 
times may be contrary to it, even 
when that proceeds from the de- 
cisions of his predecessors? And 
certainly, if Pius IX has spoken 
ex cathedra, it is not when, from 
the depths of his sepulchre, he 
imposes his will on the sovereigns 
of the church. I should never fin- 
ish, my venerable brethren, if I 
were to put before your eyes the 
contradictions of the popes in their 
teaching. If then you proclaim the 
infallibility of the actual pope, you 
must either prove—that which is 
impossible—thaft the popes never 
contradict each other, or else you 
must declare that the Holy Spirit 


St. Peter’ (Baronius, A.D. 912). 
You will answer, These were false 
popes, not true ones: let it be so; 
but in that case, if for fifty years 
the see of Rome was occupied by 
anti-popes, how will you pick up 
again the thread of pontifical suc- 
cession? Has the church been able, 
at least for a century and a half, 
to go on without a head, and find 
itself acephalous? 


Look now: The greatest number 
of these anti-popes appear in the 
genealogical tree of the papacy; 
and it must have been this absurd- 
ity that Baronius described; be- 
cause Genebardo, the great flat- 
terer of the popes, had dared to 
say in his Chronicles (A.D. 901). 
“This century is unfortunate, as 
for nearly 150 years the popes 
have fallen from all the virtues of 
their predecessors, and have be- 
come apostates rather than apos- 
tles.’” I can understand how the 
illustrious Baronius must have 


has revealed to you that the infalli- | blushed when he narrated the acts 


bility of the papacy only dates 
from 1870. Are you bold enough 
to do this? 

Perhaps the people may be in- 
different, and pass by theological 
questions which they do not un- 
derstand, and of which they do 
not see the’ importance; but 
thaugh they are indifferent to 
principle, they are not so to facts. 
Do not then deceive yourselves. If 
you decree the dogma of papal in- 
fallibility, the Protestants, our ad- 
versaries, will mount in_ the 
breach, the more bold that they 
have history on their side, whilst 
we have only our own _ denial 
against them. What can we Say 
to them: when they show up all 
the bishops of Rome from the days 
of Luke to his holiness, Pius IX, 
we should triumph on the whole 


line; but alas! it is not so. (Cries 
of “Silence, silence; enough, 
enough!’’) 


Do not cry out, Monsignori! To 
fear history is to own yourselves 
conquered; and moreover, if you 


made the whole waters of thet 


Tiber pass over it, you would not 
cancel a single page. Let us speak, 
and I will be as short as it is 
possible on this most important 
subject—Pope Vigilius (538) pur- 
chased the papacy from Belisarius, 
lieutenant of the Emperor Jus- 
tinian. It is true that he broke his 
promise and never paid for it. Is 
this a canonical mode of binding 
on the tiara? The second Council 
of Chalcedon had formally con- 
demned it. In one of its canons 
you read that “the bishop who ob- 
tains his episcopate by money 
shall lose it and be degraded.”’ 
Pope Eugenius III (1V in original) 
(1145) imitated Vigilius. St. Bern- 
ard, the bright star of his age, 
reproves the pope, saying to him, 
“Can you show me ‘in this great 
city of Rome any one who would 
receive you as pope if they had 
not received gold or silver for it?” 

My venerable brethren, will a 
pope who establishes a bank at 
the gates of the temple be inspired 
by the Holy Spirit? Will he have 
any right to teach the church in- 
fallibility?. You know the history 
of Formosus too well for me to 
add to it. Stephen XI caused his 
body to be exhumed, dressed in 
his pontifical robes; he made the 
fingers which he used for giving 
the benediction to be cut off, and 
then had him thrown into the 
Tiber, declaring him to be a per- 
jurer and illegitimate. He was then 
imprisoned by the people, poisoned, 


‘and strangled. Look how matters 


were re-adjusted; Romanus, suc- 
cessor to Stephen, and after him, 
John X, rehabilitated the memory 
of Formosus, 


But you will tell me these are 
fables, not history. Fables! Go, 
Monsignori, to the Vatican Library 
and read Platina, the historian -of 


the papacy, and the annals of Bar- 


onius (A.D. 897). These are facts 
which, for the honor of the Holy | 
See, we should wish to ignore; but | 
when it is to define a dogma which 
may provoke a great schism in 
our midst, the love which we bear 
to our venerable mother church, 
Catholic, Apostolic, and Roman, 
ought it to impose silence on us? 

I go on. The learned Cardinal 
Baronius, speaking of the papal 
court, says (give attention, my 
venerable brethren, to _ these 
words), “What did the Roman 
church appear in those days? How 
infamous! Only all-powerful cour- 
tesans governing in Rome! It was 
they who gave, exchanged, and 
‘took bishoprics; and horrible to re- 
late, they got their. lovers, the 


-false popes, put on the throne of 


of these Roman bishops. Speaking 
of John XI (931), natural son of 
Pope Sergius and of Marozia, he 
wrote these words in his annals 
—‘‘The holy church, that is, the 
Roman, has been vilely trampled 
on by such a monster.” John XII 
(956), elected pope at the age of 
eighteen, through the influence of 
courtesans, was not one whit bet- 
ter than-his predecessor. 


I grieve, my venerable brethren, 
to stir up so much filth, I am sil- 
ent on Alexander VI, father and 
lover of Lucretia; I turn away 
from John XXIII (1410), who, be- 
cause of simony and immorality, 
was deposed by the holy Ecumen- 
ical Council of Constance. Some 
will maintain that this Council 
was only a private one; let it be 
so; but if you refuse any authority 
to it, as a logical sequence you 
must hold the nomination of Mar- 
tin V (1417) to be illegal. What, 
then, will become of the papal suc- 
cession? Can you find the thread 
BS 
I do not speak of the schisms 
which have dishonored the church. 
In those unfortunate days the See 
of Rome was occupied by two com- 
petitors, and sometimes even by 
three. Which of these was the 
true pope? Resuming once more, 
again I say, if you decree the in- 
fallibility of the present bishop of 
Rome, you must establish the in- 
fallibility of all the preceding ones, 
without excluding any. But can 
you do that, when history is there 
establishing with a clearness equal 
to that of the sun, that the popes 
have erred in their teaching? 
Could you do it and maintain that 
avaricious, incestuous, murdering, 
Simoniacal popes have been vicars 
of Jesus Christ? Oh, venerable 
brethren! to maintain such an 
enormity would be to betray 
Christ worse than.Judas. It would 
be to throw dirt in His face. 
(Cries, “Down from the _ pulpit, 
quick; shut the mouth of the 
heretic!’’) 


- Save the Church 

My venerabJe brethren, you cry 
out; but would it not be more 
dignified to weigh my reasons and 
my proofs in the balance of the 
sanctuary? Believe me, history 
cannot be made over again; it is 
there, and will remain for all 
eternity, to protest energetically 
against the dogma of papal infal- 
libility. You may proclaim it unan- 
imously; but one vote will be 
wanting, and that is mine! Mon- 
signori, the true and faithful have 
their eyes on us, expecting from 
us a remedy for the innumerablé 
evils which dishonor the church; 
will you deceive them in their 
hopes? What will not our respon- 
sibility before God be, if we let 
this solemn occasion pass which 
God has. given us to-heal the true 
faith? Let us seize it, my breth- 
ren; let us arm ourselves with a 
holy courage; let us make a vio- 
lent and generous effort; let us 
turn to the teaching of the apos- 
tles, since without that we have 
only errors, darkness, and false 
traditions. Let us avail ourselves 
of our reason and of our intelli- 
gence to take the apostles and 
prophets as our only infallible 
masters with reference to. the 
question of quesfions, “‘What must 
I do to be saved?” When we have 
decided that, we shall have laid 
the. foundation of our dogmatic 
system firm and immovable on 
the rock, lasting and incorruptible, 
of the divinely inspired holy 
Scriptures. Full of confidence, we 
will go before the world, and like 
the apostle Paul, in the presence 


of the free-thinkers, we will know 
none other. than Jesus Christ and 
Him crucified. We will conquer 
through the preaching of ‘the folly 
of the Cross,’ as Paul conquered 
the learned men of Greece and 
Rome; and the Roman Church 
will have its glorious ’89. (Clam- 
orous cries, “Get down! Out with 
the Protestant, the Calvinist, the 
traitor of the church.”’) Your cries, 
Monsignori, do not frighten me. If 
my words are hot, my head is 
cool. I am neither of Luther, nor 
of Calvin, nor of Paul, nor of 
Apollos, but of Christ. (Renewed 
cries, “Anathema, anathema, to 
the apostate.”’) 


Anathema? Monsignori, anath- 
ema? You know well that you are 
not protesting against me, but 
against the holy apostles under 
whose protection I should wish 
this Council to place the church. 
Ah! if wrapped in their winding 
sheets they came out .of their 
tombs, would they speak a lan- 
guage different from mine? What 
would you say to them when by 
their writing they tell you that the 
papacy has deviated from the Gos- 
pel of the Son of God, which they 


have preached and contirmed in 
so generous a manner by theit 
blood? Would you dare say to 
them, We prefer the teaching of 
our own popes, our Bellarmine, 
our Ignatius Loyola, to yours? No, 
no! a thousand times no! unless 
you have shut your ears that you 
may not hear, closed -your eyes 
that you may not see, blunted 
your mind that you may not 
understand. Ah! If He who reigns 
above wishes to punish us, making 
His hand fall heavily on us, as He 
did on Pharoah, He has no need 
to permit Garibaldi’s soldiers to 
drive us away from the eternal 
city. He has only to let them 
make Pius IX a god, as we have 
made a goddess of the blessed 
Virgin. Stop, stop, venerable bre« 
thren, on the odious_and ridiculous 
incline on which you have placed 
yourself. Save the church from 
the shipwreck which threatens 
her, asking from the holy Scrip- 
tures alone for the rule of faith 
which we ought to believe and to 
profess. I have spoken: may God 
help me!
